REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 36-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach the composition of instant claims 36 and 37, or composition used in method claim 39, 
specifically it fails to teach wood particles mixed with either a monomer part branched oleic 
acids 13 to 20%, branched stearic acids 7 to 20%, oleic acid 15 to 25% and other fatty acids 28 to 
58%, the rest being unsaponifiable material or a monomer part is branched oleic acids about 14 
to about 16%, branched stearic acid about 13 to about 15%, oleic acid about 19 to about 21% and 
other fatty acids about 42 to about 44%. 

As for claim 41 the examiner found that the treatment of wood with a cooking aid at the 
claimed percentages and temperature was known in the art (DUNLAP). The examiner did not 
find that a method step of producing fatty acids monomers via a dimerization process was known 
in the art. The examiner further did not find it obvious to use monomer fatty acids produced 
from a dimerization process as this method step adds an extra method step to a known process 
without any obvious benefits for doing so (i.e. why collect the left over monomers from the 
dimerization of fatty acids when the fatty acids could have been used directly such as in 
DUNLAP).
